House, at Ottawa, has made an impor- 
tant declaration as to the terms under 
which South African veterans can place 
substitutes upon their land grants.’ A 

volunteer can become a substitute for 
another volunteer and. perform homestead 

duties on both grants, provided he can 

perforin the necessary residence of six 

months in each of three years, with the 
required cultivation, upon each half- 

section. A volufhteer cannot, nor can 

his substitute, reside on a homestead 

and do his resident duties under his 
South African scrip if the scrip is located 

within nine miles of his homestead. A 

South African land warrant cannot pass 

through the possession of more than one 

substitute. A volunteer, or his substitute 

cannot obtain his patent without residing 

on the land or by getting his improve- 

ments done by another party. Residence 

must be performed personally by the 

locator, though there is nothing to pre- 

vent him having the imyrovements made 

by some one else. It is not possible for 

a volunteer, or a substitute, to obtain 

entry of a South African land warrant 

and, at the same time; for the homestead 

and pre-emption adjoining and fulfill the 

homestead duties on both by residing on 

one quarter only, either the scrip land or 
the homestead. Duties required on 

homesteads must be performed in ac- 

cordance with the Dominion act, and re- 

sidence spent on a half section secured 
under a South African warrant cannot be 
counted, neither can residence on a home- 
stead be counted to the advantage of a 
military homestead. A substitute may 
be appointed either before or after 
the entry ismade by the grantee and 
if the settlement duties have been 
duly performed by the grantee they may 

be completed by the substitute. A patent 
may be issued either to the volunteer or 
the substitute. South African scrip can- 
not be located on two quarter sections. 
that corner each other. Two veterans, 

or their substitutes, lotating on‘ the same 

section cannot obtain their patents by 

residing together. Residence must be 

commenced by the locatee within six 

months of the location of the warrant. 

There is no way by which a veteran or 

his substitute can obtaina patent with- 

out residing six months in each year for 

three yearsin succession on the land.

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THE PARACHUTE. 


Leonardo da Vinci Was the First One 
to Suggest It. 

Credible accounts exist of an English 
Benedictine monk, Oliver of Malmes- 
bury, in the eleventh century having 
tried to fiy by precipitating bimself 
from the height of a tower with the 
assistance of wings attached to his 
arms and his feet. It is said that, hav- 
ing gone along a little way, he fell and 
broke his legs. He attributed his acci- 
dent to failure to provide his appara- 
tus with a tail, which would have help- 
ed preserve his equilibrium and made 
his descent a gentler one. 

In the sixteenth century Leonardo da 
Vinci first demonstrated that a bird, 
which is heavier than the air, sustains 
itself, advances in the air, “by render- 
ing the fluid denser where it passes 
than where it does not pass.” In order 
to fly it has to fix its point of support 
on the air. Its wings in the descending 
stroke exert a pressure from above 
down, fhe reaction of which from be- 
low up forces the center of gravity of 
Its body to ascend at each instant to 
the height at which the bird wishes to 
maintain it. Some sketches which have 
come down to us prove that Leonardo 
occupied himself, like Oliver of Malmes- 
bury, with giving man the power to fly 
by the assistance of wings suitably 
fixed to the body. 

We owe to Leonardo also the inven- 
tion of the parachute, which he de- 
scribed in the following terms: “If a 
man had a pavilion each side of which 
was fifteen braces wide and twelve 
braces high he might cast himself from 
any height whatever without fear of 
danger.” It may be said, too, of Leo- 
nardo da Vinci that he was the first to 
suggest the idea of the screw propeller. 


A SAUCY DUCHESS. 


Her Audacious Fight For Gay and His 
“Beggars’ Opera.” 

When the “Beggars’ Opera,” by Gay, 
was produced in 1728 it took positively 
by storm. The king still clung to Han- 
del, but the nobility, with the Duchess 
of Queensberry among them, flocked 
rapturously to the “Newgate pasto- 
ral.” The “Beggars’ Opera” had a run 
of sixty-two nights, unprecedented in 
those days, and as one result of its 
success Handel became bankrupt. Sud- 
denly there came an order from the 
lord chancellor to stop the new piece. 
Why, its not exactly known unless it 
was because the prime minister consid- 
ered himself to be too faithtfully rep- 
resented therein. However that may 
have been, the theater had to be closed, 
whereupon the Duchess of Queensber- 
ry took up Gay’s cause and vehemently 
championed it. 

Very busy was she in those days, 
driving about in her coach asking for 
guinea subscriptions for printing cop- 
fes of the forbidden play. And so heed- 
less was Kitty that she carried her list 
to the queen’s drawing room itself and 
had the audacity to ask the king for a 
subscription. This was a little too 
much, and her grace was requested to 
withdraw from the court, Kitty an- 
nouncing, with characteristic compo- 
sure, that the command was very 
agreeable to her, as she had never gone 
there for her own diversion, but to be- 
stow civility upon the king and queen. 


Papua Island. 

Papua isjand was so named by the 
Malays, and the word means “frizzled,” 
in reference to the hair of the inhabit- 
ants. It is generally supposed that 
Papua or New Guinea was originally 
part of the mainland of Australia. It 
was discovered by the Portuguese in 
1526, though it was probably sighted 
by A. Dabreu during his voyage fifteen 
years earlier. The Australian govern- 
ment, realizing the danger that would 
arise if »n enemy seized land so near 
their coasts, frequently urged England 
to annex the eastern portion of the 
island, and after two or three unau- 
thorized annexations a British protec: 
torate was established there in 1884. 


Clipping Their Wings. 

The costume of the Pu Yuan Pen-jen 
women in the Shan states is very strik- 
ing, consisting of a cloth hood, an open 
jacket and a pair of short white trou- 
sers reaching barely to the knee. But 
the most important though the least 
noticeable part of their costume is their 
colored cloth gaiters, These the women 
are obliged to wear, as without them 
it is believed they would be able to fly 
away, leaving their husbands and 
sweethearts sorrowful. 


Sevres wiue. 

The famous blue color given to the 
porcelain manufactured at Sevres has 
long been believed to be the result of 
a secret process, and many legends 
exist about it. Louls Franchet shows 
in the Revue Scientifique that it is an 
error to suppose that Sevres blue can- 
not be produced elsewhere. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it is produced in many 
French potteries where sufficient care 
is taken and where pure oxide of co- 
balt is employed. Formerly it was dif- 
ficult to procure this article without 
impurities, which injured the color, 
but chemical science has overcome all 
the difficulties. The same is true of 
the Chinese green known as celadon. 
It was invented in China, but it can 
be perfectly reproduced elsewhere.

What Happens to This Patient Organ 
When It Is Overstrained. 


The heart is a long suffering and 
satient organ, and fortunate it is 
hat this is so, for even the gentlest 
ox the laziest person puts burdens 
yn it that any obliging organ 
would resent to the extent of quitting 
work, 

The digestive organs do this some- 
times, and the result is much suffer- 
ing for the time being. But when 
the quarrel is patched up and the 
offender ceases to abuse these useful 
and necessary parts of the body life 
goes on as before.

its walls. In health and under nor- 
conditions this pumping aciton 
goes on regularly and qnictly. But 
when an impediment is offered to the 
flow of blood in the arteries, such as 
occurs during un- 
strong mental 
emotion, such as grief, anger or great

If the opposing. force continues be- 
vend a cartain time the heart gets 
tired, and its cavities dilate a lit‘le, 


while its ection grows more rapid. 
|The sign of this is) shortness of 
breath. Young athletes, by a course 


of judicious training, gradually 
strengthen the heart muscle o that 
it is able to meet the strain and over- 
come it by more forcible contractions. 
In youth also the organ is. elastic 
and readily returns to its normal 
size, even in the absence of training, 
as soon as the strain is redueed. 

In later life, however, the elastic- 
ity disappears, aud a severe tax on 
the organ; such as. bicycling uphill, 
running or even a strenuous game of 
tennis when one is ‘“‘soft,’? may re- 
sult in a dilatation which is not re- 
duced readily or which may even 
persist as a cripnled heart, making 
its owner more or less of a permanent 
invalid. 

Every person over fifty. should 
avoid severe phycieal strains. of. all 
kinds. He should exercise regularly 
—walking is the best kind of exercise 
for the heart—but he should avoid 
unusual feats of manning, bicyeling 
or even horseback riding if he would 
keep his heart in condition to last as 
long as the other organs—up to 89 or 
109 years, which is the natural limit 
of a well spent life.

STUNTED OAKS. 


Miniature Trees That Are Grown In 
China Bowls. 

In the wibdow of a florist stood some 
quaint china bowls, in each of which 
grew a tree—not a shrub, but a full 
sized tree, dating back many years, 
“Yes,” replied the florist to the writ- 
er’s inquiry, “they are real trees—oaks, 
maples and beech trees. We get them 
from Japan, where the secret of how 
to rear them is known only to a few. 
They are raised from seeds or special- 
ly selected cuttings, which are watch- 
ed and tended with that marvelous 
patience inherent in the eastern races, 
Fifty years may pass before the tree 
is considered salable. During this pe- 
riod the plant is trained and its nat- 
ural tendencies subjugated to the will 
of the rearer. The gardener prunes 
and trims and rears and directs with 
what Carlyle called genius—‘an infi- 
nite capacity for taking pains.’ A way- 
ward twig may be bound up for two 
or three years to insure its correct 
growth. Periodically the tree is re- 
potted. Each time this happens the 
roots are carefully examined and use- 
less fiber cut away. Everything is 
done to concentrate the life of the 
tree in the smallest possible space, 
And in time, after years of labor, the 
plant loses its ability to send out long, 
lusty shoots and becomes a delightful 
miniature of its larger brethren.”—

THE NIGERIAN BABY.

BTSMARCK’S LIMIT. 


He Consumed a Hundred Thousand 
Cigars and a Lake of Liquors. 

In the “New Bismarck Reminis- 
ecences,” just issued by Professor von 
Klering of Berlin, there is a record of 
how many bottles of champagne and 
cigars Bismarck consumed before the 
great breakdown of his physical sys- 
tem some ten years previous to his re- 
tirement from the chancellorship. 

“Dr. Schwennigen had just taken the 
sick prince in hand, trying to save him 
from an untimely grave,” says the au- 
thor, “when I called upon him at his 
country place near Hamburg. 

“Bismarck told me of the strict regi- 
men as to food and drink to which ba 
was now subject and added: ‘Well, I 
suppose 10,000 bottles of champagne 
and 100,000 cigars are all a mortal can 
stand. I have always been a giant as 
to stature and stomach, and such, I 
now find out, were my limits. More’s 
the pity.’ 

“*Why, your grace,’ I said, ‘you can- 
not have drunk as much as that in 
your busy life.’ 

“‘Oh, yes, I’ve been figuring up,’ re- 
plied the chancellor. ‘During my long 
diplomatic service and my career as 
a statesman I never drank less than 
two bottles of champagne for dinner. 
That counts up in the long run, and 
imagine the quantities of brandy, beer, 
red wine and white wine and cordials 
that I have put away besides—enough 
to float a battleship.’ 

“‘As to cigars, before this sickness 
came on I never threw away a stump 
until a new cigar was lighted. When 
I traveled from Hamburg to Berlin or 
from Frankfort to Berlin, for instance, 
I never left off smoking for a single

Growing Tobacco In Maine. 

It has apparently remained for Pope 
Gibbs to demonstrate in his own gar- 
den, situated about a mile from the 
Soldiers’ home in Togus, that tobacco 
can be successfully grown in Maine. 
Last year Mr. Gibbs raised about 
eighty pounds of tobacco from seven- 
ty-nine plants, This year he raised 
very nearly the same amount from 
only thirty-five plants, the season be- 
ing much more favorable for the 
growth of the plant. Mr. Gibbs had 
no difficulty in disposing of the tobac- 
co which he raised last year and which 
was generally conceded to be of excel- 
lent quality. He cured it in his barn,. 
which has a ventilator and where by 
opening the doors he was able to get: 
the current of air necessary for the 
best results, the conditions being quite 
as favorable as in the best tobacco 
curing plants of the south. The opin-. 
ion was very generally expressed last 
season that while Mr. Gibbs was suc- 
cessful in raising tobacco in this state 
it would not be possible to mature the- 
seed here. This year he has disproved 
this idea by maturing a tobacco stalk 
more than seven feet high, with an ex- 
ceptionally well developed cluster of 
seeds.—Kennebec Journal. 


Persian Justice. 

The revolutionary party in Persia is 
circulating on postcards and in larger 
form a picture descriptive of “Persian 
justice,” which shows three bandits. 
hanging by their feet from the city 
gate of Tauris. The men, almost na- 
ked, are shown. suspended from an 
opening in the wall, the ropes binding 
their feet being fastened to a pillar, 
next to which a military guard stands 
at “attention.” “For hours,” runs the.

After covering with sawdust allow it 
to remain some few moments in the 
oox, to be thoroughly dried, and then 
polish with any of the cut-gtass brushes 
that are sultable to the picece, giving a 
final rub with a soft chamots 

While alcohol and borax are frequent- 
ly employed in the cleaning of cut glass, 
the soap-and-water method is really the 
more cleansing, as well as the safest. in 
the end, : 

In cleaning decanters and vases and 
articles of that sort, the best method to 
use In connection with warm, tepid water 
is to cut petato parings into small pieces 
and drop, with a small hanéfu! of rice, 
in the decanter, 

Let it stand for a few moments, then 
shake thoroughly and rinse in several 
waters and polish with chamois and 
wrap in tissue paper. 

There is only one means whereby even 
\n expert can detect the genuine cut 
glass from all imitations, 

That is to move the finger along the 
inside surface. In the genuine article 
it will he found perfectly smooth, while 
little indentations will be found in the 
blown glass. 

This is caused by the shrinkage of the 
glass after it is blown. 

The roughness is not noticeable from 
the looks, but the slight indentations 
mav readily be felt, 

Heavy glass and glass with cut edges 
are no indication of the ware being 

enuine, for it is now possible to blow 
lass severa! inches thick, while the de- 
ceptive cut edge ig dqne with powerfu! 
chemicals, 

In purchasing cut glass, remember to 
examine carefully the inside surface and 
satisfy yourself you are not paying for 
something which is not genuine.

SHOES AND STOCKINGS.

It is on record that Lord Denman 
established great reputation at the bar 
by securing an acquittal in a famous 
case on the ground that a certain firm 
described in the indictment as “pro- 
' prietors of 4 silk and cotton lace man- 
ufactory” should have been described 
as “proprietors of a silk and of a cot- 
ton lace manufactory,” it having been 
ascertained that they made both silk 
and cotton lace. 

In 1827 a judge quashed an inquisi- 
tion for murder because it was refer- 
red to the jurors as “on their oaths” 
instead of “on their oath.” 

In yet another case the judge held 
that the omission of the word “ewe” 
was sufficient to invalidate a convic- 
tion because the word “ewe” as well 
as “sheep” was used in the statute. 

In 1841 Lord Cardigan was indicted 
for firing on Captain Tucket in a duel. 
He was acquitted because the cap- 
tain’s Christian names were wrongly 
eutered in the indictment. 

In another case about the same pe- 
riod a legal document was invalidated 
because the letters A. D. were used

Found Sea Monster’s Skull 


The skull of a huge unknown sea 
monster was brought up by the trawl 
nets of the Abeerdeen steamer Balmedie, 
while fishing in the Atlantic, north of 
Scotland, the other day. The skull was 
subsequently landed there, amid great 
excitement. 

Mystery stirrounds its classification. 
The skull is of immense size, its dimen- 
sions suggesting that the animal it be- 
longed to was as large’ as an elephant. 
It isin a wonderful state of preservation, 
and but for a protuberance from a pair 
of bell-shaped jawbones there is no flesh 
covering. This protuberance is leathery 
to the touch, three feet long, eight inches 
in circumference and tapering to a point. 

A little above and to the edge of the 
tongue space were two huge cavities, 
quite a foot across, suggesting eye sockets. 
It is thought the relic is part of some 
pre-historic monster from the Arctic 
regions, which, having been preserved in 
its ice bed for ages, may have been 
washed down into warmer latitudes on 
an ice fiow before being deposited in the 
Atlantic. , 


A Queer Stamp. 


‘“‘The New York Times’’ Says :— 
‘‘Philatelis's onght to be delighted with 
the new stamp issue of the State of Nepal, 
on the northeastern frontier of Hindustan. 
Many things have been represented on 
stamps since the post was introduced, 
but it is believed that very few gods have 
been chosen for this purpose. The Nepal 
stamps bear in the centre the figure of 
the god Siva Mahadeo, the ‘‘destroyer,’’ 
the ‘‘supreme god,’’ the ‘‘god of the 
roaring storm of the Vedas,’’ ‘‘terrible 
as a wild beast,’’ whose fearful arrows 
cause death and disease to men and cattle. 

The god is represented with three eyes, 
to denote the divisions of time, past, 
present, and future. Collectors will pro- 
bably be less interested in the attributes 
of Siva than in the rarity of the stamps 
and the quaint Oriental art employed 
in the desigh,’’
